UHunlly In the form of gold and sil- 
ver and precious stones has flowed 
to churches, templea end other re- 
ligioaa iaatitatloaa. la maay periods 
a eoaaldaraklo part tt the ll«ald 
wealth of tho world kaa hoaa la ec- 
clesiastical handa. Only the treasu- 
ries of temporal princ r nurpassed 
those of the reltgiouH institutions and 
in some instances monasteries and 
' temples held practically all the cobb- 
try'a traaaare, aa la tko ease la Tlkat 
at the present time. 

Archaeologists find that tha pagan 
temi>les of civilizatlonfi dead for 
diousands of years were ornamented 
With a wealth ot precious metals 
Templea of aevaral taitha in India 
kept thair rich traaaarsa aad oraa* 
meats tor eoatariaa. aad ovaa today 
! some make use of a gllttorfag array 
of diamoniis, rubies, sapphires and 
' other Jewels. .Many an East Indian 
' idol continues to look (or Is siipiio-ed 
to) through eyes of great lustrous, 
precious st^ones, and infears other 
j gema that inigbt raaaom aa emperor. 
I Many attempts ot advoatarora aad 
' others to steal such gems ti^va atn- 
I ally resulted In disaster to them- 
selve.s. 

I ChrUtianity had to fight for Its 
I life for the first 300 years of Its ex- 
' Istenca and its rites were carried on 
, In tha almpllelty that secrecy made 
' necessary. But with ottleial recog- 
' nit ion 'came the tendencies toward 
thi' use of more elaborate and costly 
paiapliernala In services. Constan- 
tliie. first (•|lri^tian emperor of Home, 
lavished gifts on St. Peter's church 
in Rome and on Sancta Sophia in bia 
new capiUl, Coaataatlaoplo. Tbe 
marked enrichment of Chrlatlan 
churches began In earnrst in Italy 
and the Kast about the fifth century 
and spr' ad in car'v iiiedi"vU liiiies ti 
j Prance and oth.r western countries. 
Not only did the churches accumulate 
gold ehalieea. patenta. candolabra and 
other objeeta but maay had large 
screens made of gold Bad silver as 
well as fonts and statnea. To a few 
of the vlriuhes altars of soli' sold 
were presented, but later church leg- 
ulatlons prescribed stone and wood as 
the only permissible materialn for al- 
tars. Preoioas atoaoa alao aame in- 
to US! to ornament Images ot tbe 
saints and as gifts to thorn. Thna tbe 
Sacred Ha'\v of the Church of Ara 
Coeli in Rom has been ylven a 
wealth of .'owt Is. 

This accumulation of church treas- 
ure has aot haea aabrokoa. Time and 
time agalB thaaa ooavaalsat 3tor«s 
of wealth havo baaa solaod by con- 
querors. Pagaaa have looted the 
shrines of other pagans. Moham- 
medans looted Roman cluirches. in- 
cluding St. Peter's In S46. and the 
ehnrebaa of Constantinople in 1453. 
Sancta Sophia, ^after the break be- 
tween the Weatem aad Baatern 
churches, was sacked by Western 
Christians during the Fourth Cru- 
sa(!e; aii.l ( iiiiri h \ N w re taken 
or desiroytii in many casts at the 
time of tile Hefinmation. 

Russian cburcb treasures have 
been among the richaat la lata yaara. 
When Russian envoys ware aent out 
by the then semi-clviUsed state In 987 
to choose a national religon they w. re 
most Impressed liv llu- wealth and 
rich beauty o: 'li. -services at Sancta 
Sophia. Since that time tbe Russian 
eharahsa hare baaa marked by their 
wealth of ornamentatloB. Seroens, 
r liquarles and canopiaa of precious 
metals \M rt> 'o he found In all the 
well-io-ilo cliiir( hes. In some of the 
richer institii<ion.< whole walls of 
sanctuaries were of silver and some 
floors war* of Jasper. Num)aroaa 
Icons ware atudded with Jowela and 
others were almost oororad wltk pre- 
cious stonea. Soma of tha palls used 
were practically small ruga ot gems. 

Probably the wealthiest of all re- 
ligious insitllutions in Russia was 
the l.avra or supt^r-monastery of 
Kiev. Batoro the World war it had 
an aaaaal lacoata ot fit in ad- 
dJtion to a wetl-atockoA traaaary. The 
Lavre of St. Serglns uear Moacow had 
treasure with a pre-war value of 
about $326,000,000. At the Cathe- 
dral of St. Isaacs. Pelrogrud, there 

was nMra tha» a ton ot sUvor in ad- 
dittoa to mack aoM.

The "legal 
mind" can not think as th- layman 
binks. and yet law i.s for the layman. 
Justice is tor the layman, courta are 
for tbe layman.
